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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on 01/25/2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

On page 14 of the Remark to response to the Final Office Action, applicant 
traverses to the rejections by arguing that the reference of Martinez (Pub. No.: US 
2002/0142792) fails to teach a wireless device which, upon detecting a behavior service 
upon entering the service area automatically sets operation of the wireless device to 
conforms to the behavior defined by the behavior service, as recited in independent 
claims 1, 3, 7, 12, 14, and 18. 

In response to applicant's arguments as stated above, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the Applicant's argument. Martinez teaches a cellular telephone 
operates to select user preference information based on a the movement of a cellular 
telephone from the public network to the private network to cause the cellular changing 
the personal setting of the user (see figure 1, col. 2, [0021-0025]. For example, the 
working day begins at 9:00 AM, the cellular will detects the working area at this time and 
the it will select the set of user preference information used in the work environment). 

Furthermore, the applicant argue that Martinez fails to teaches the wireless 
device which upon detecting unavailability of the behavior service following previous 
availability of the behavior service, automatically restores operation of the wireless 
device to a state existing prior to automatic setting of the operation of the wireless 
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device to conform to the behavior defined by the behavior service. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with the Applicant's argument. Martinez teaches a cellular 
telephone operates to select user preference information based on a the movement of a 
cellular telephone from the working network to home environment to cause the cellular 
changing the personal setting of the user (see figure 1, col. 2, [0021-0025]. For example, 
the working day over at 5:00 PM, the cellular will detects the home area at this time and 
the it will select the set of user preference information used in the home environment). 

On page 15 of the Remark to response to the Final Office Action, applicant 
traverses to the rejections by arguing that small area transmitter can be a Bluetooth. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., Bluetooth) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Base on the above rational, it is believed that the claimed limitations are met by 
the reference of Martinez and Westfield, the final rejection is still maintained. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 1 , 22, 24, and 26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
